Lew Hendee became deputy 
county clerk under hla^ father dnrlns 
tho 1902-OG term and |n 1910 was n 
candidate and was elected to the of- 
Hco of county clerk ^htch be has 
hold successively until tho present 
date, 

Alford. whoso lntcgrlt@*has never 
been questioned, came into political 
prominence In comparatively recent 
, years, having been appointed as Waa- 
kegan Township tax assessor by the 
town board to fill the unexpired term 
Charles Armes, who died In office.

office in 1933 for a fpuVryear term.

In an effort to take advantage ot tho 
Federal government's Invitation to 
share in the Works Progress admlnis* 
tration fund, the board of educatiou 
Qt the Antloch Grade school filed ap- 
plication Tuesday for the completion 
of the Grade school building calling 
[or an auditorium which can be 'con* 
verted into a gymnasium. ? 

Deadline for such government proj- 
ects Is set tor tomorrow (Friday), 
according to statements from tho IStli 
district office of the WPA In Wauke-/ 
gan. 

At the recent meeting of the board 
ot education It was recalled that duo 
to InsufQcIent funds from the bond 
Issue at the time of Its oonstmcttoii 
In 1929, the' hoard was. forced to post- 
pone the, auditorium construction In-, 
definitely. However, board members 
believe the present economic coadl- 
tlons and the government's WPAJnvl- 
latlon have given an opportunlty''that 
may never come again by the Federal 
donation of more than GO percent ot 
the cost in finishing the present build- 
ing. 

To Cost $20,500 
Investigation by tho hoard dlaOoscs 
that the total cost for labor and ma- 
terial -will amount to about |20,500 
and estimates by engineers In tho 
WPA office reveal that the project 
can probably be oonsummatod for au 
outlay of about 16,000 by the school 
board. 

Discussions by the board Indicates 
that the school's share In tho project 
may bo raised by tax anticipation ^var- 
rants payable after, the prersent bond 
\&M\h Is colled in 19f3. In this way 
there will be no additional burden on 
taxpayers or no raised tax assess- 
mentB to meet the school's construc- 
tion bills, the board's report shows. 
and already several Antloch business- 
men have- Indicated their willingness 
to support the project by purchasing 
tlie warranto when Issued. 

Additional Facilities Needed. 
It was explained that the auditor- 
ium and gymnasium Is necessary for 
physical training classes aa the Grade 
Bchosl pupils ariQ now dependent on 
the high school gymnasium facilities 
which are avalTable to the youngsters 
In the evenings only. 

According to the plans, the addition 
will extend as the east wing of tho 
present 8tm(Aure, using the present 
library as the stage. This was part ot' 
the original 1028 plans. , 

As the auditorium will cover a floor' 
space of 60 feet by 65 feet and. can 
easily be converted into a gymnasium 
with a 40 toot by 60 toot floor, dress- 
ing rooms are planned with full show- 
er and locker tacilitloa on either side 
of the atrocture for boys and girls. 
A kitchenette Is plocnetf tor the space 
ienoath the present library. 

Provide Work for 30. 

That the project carries out the 
WPA'fl underlying motive to ©limla- 
ate the dole for the payroll Is re- 
vealed In the fact that about 30, full- 
time skilled-, and unskilled laborers 
will be necessary In the constructloa 
work which will require from 4 ,to 
months for completleu. The govern- 
ment pays for all the lalwr and part 
Bf the materials. 

When completed the building, will 
house not only ^adequate space for 
basketball, Indoor baseball, volley 
ball, etc, with arrople seating accom- 
modatlona for opectators, but like- 
wise necessary facilUles for achool 
assembly educational programs, plays, 
dramatic courses, porent-teachera* 
meetings, etc.

In getting the moat from hens 
through tlio winter, Jobnson calls at- 
tention to what he terms tho S-poInt 
common sense plan of making hens 
pay. .

Poultry ralsera need not go to any 
great cxpenao in making the neces- 
sary changes that will bring about the 
desried conditions for health In the 
flock and extra eggs In the nest all 
through the winter. . ■Sometimes Just 
a little remodeling or Just a change 
of ration Is all that's required 

(1) Give hens a warm, dry, com- 
fortable, well-ventliated plact to live. 

(2) Don't overcrowd— allow 3^4 to 
4 square feet of floor apace per bird. 

(3) See that birds bavo plenty of 
hopper adu water fountain epact 

(4) Provide 12 to 15 nests for each 
100 hena— gather egga 3 times dally. 

(5) Keep things clean. 

(6) Cull out dlaeased. weak, or 
poorly developed birds; also birds 
that persist In laying eggs of Inferior 
quality. 

(7) Use artinclal lights to length- 
en the feeding period In winter. 

(8) Be sure tliat tho laying mash 
contains puratene (Pro-votamln A) 
BO that tho layers 'In winter will bet 
enough Vitamin A for springtime 
health adu, springtime production,

N. Heflln. president of the Illinois Tu- 
berculosis Association, pointed out. 
Tho insignia of the National Tuber- 
culoala Asfloclallon Is n aduble-barred 
cross, an adaptation of tJie r>orraiiio 
CroRfi carried In the early Christian 
Crusade. The emblem of the Ameri- 
can Red CroM la tho malteso cross 
In -Ti-hlch each aogmcnt U of equal 
site. 

The annualRoIl Call is to be held 
from Armistice Day. Monday. Novem- 
ber 11. through Thankjtglvlng Day. 
Thursday, November 28. Tho aalj of 
acals bofiina Friday, November 29. 
Local tissoclations of both national o; 
gnnliatlons aro urged In tho state- 
ment to do all they can to clarify In 
all nowspapora and other publicity 
tho distinct character of the two 
fund raising undertakings, and to pre- 
vent overlapping of the periods. 

Tuberculosis associations, however, 
are permitted by the agreement to d^!- 
liver seals in advance to corporations 
und merchants who use them on bills 
mailed out before the end of Xovcni- 
ber.
